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@ Tin export quotas up. Zinc sales up; lead low — mainly at M&MM average. 
@ Copper firms in U.S. and abroad as U.S. strikes remain unsettled. 


COPPER—domestic average 33.445c a lb delivered 


Pricings of copper in the U.S. were low and little 
changed from last week. Sales of imported copper have 
dropped considerably in the past few weeks. Pricings 
outside the U.S. were the highest since the third week 
of October. 

The U.S. strike situation remained unsettled. Officials 
of Kennecott and Mine-Mill will meet in Salt Lake City 
with three Federal Mediation Service appointed medi- 
ators. The Mediation Service has been involved in the 
Phelps Dodge negotiations but without success; P.D 
is not now negotiating with any of the unions. All the 
13 struck operations of Asarco continued struck. The 
Mine-Mill local at Tacoma is not satisfied on local issues; 
until it is, all remain struck though the others have 
agreed to return. 

The failure to settle pushed up the N. Y. Commodity 
Exchange and the LME. In part shorts were covering 
Merchant prices in the U.S. went up to 38c and 384ec 
London reached £25842 prompt bid. Three months was 
£1642 lower. In Europe December spot physical wire 
bars brought £275; for each succeeding month bars 
were about £10 lower. 


LEAD-—13c a lb New York 


Lead sales this week were 2,360 tons. Total sales in 
November were 13,500, about unchanged from October 
and September. 

A larger than usual proportion of the sales have been 
at the M&mMM average —some sellers say this indicates 
resistance to the 13c price and the belief that eventually 
it might be cut back. 

The clear difference in the outlook for lead from zinc 
has been noted in Government circles in Washington 
and in foreign capitals. The belief appears to be that 
zinc in the near term and in the longer run will develop 
considerable strength but that lead is likely to encounter 
trouble. Owing to the fact lead is mined with zinc, 
especially abroad, it is more likely to be in oversupply 
than zinc. Its weaker position may lead to its becoming 
a by-product of zinc rather than a co-product 

The UN sponsored meetings now scheduled for Geneva 
January 25 will get into this problem. Moves to rescind 
production cuts in zinc may affect lead supplies and 
prices (as well as zinc). 

U.S. Government action eventually could be affected. 
Rather than treating zinc and lead the same in terms 
of quotas or tariff changes they might be more sharply 
distinguished. 

Asarco plants are still shut — but a settlement may be 
near. 


TIN—100c a Ib, N. Y. 


ITC upped export quotas for producing countries by 
6,000 tons (20%) to 36,000 tons for the first quarter. 
Pool stocks as of June 30 were 13,990 tons. The U.S. 


Commodity Credit Corp. took 6,450 tons in barter deals 
through September 30. Quota action is considered bear- 
ish since the amount allotted figures to be more than 
the market requires, even with a U.S. steel strike settle- 
ment. London slumped at the news, but has since re- 
covered, largely on the strength of a fair amount of 
buying here by one plater. The availability of more tin 
figures to allow platers more waiting time. The ILA dock 
strike, which appeared settled, has run into a snag at 
Gulf and southern ports. Despite agreement here, the 
chance remains that northern ports will walk out in 
sympathy at the end of the injunction period on Dec. 27 


ZINC—Prime Western 12'2c a Ib East St. Louis 


Zinc sales moved up this week; they were the highest 
since the fourth week of October and nearly 80° as 
high as the total for Novembe1 

Shipments of zinc metal in November were the fourth 
highest of the year according to Zinc Institute data 
April, May and June were higher. The major reason fo 
the rise was the jump in shipments of Prime Western 
brought about by the return to production of steel mills 
Prime Western shipments rose to 41,641 tons; the high- 
est for any of the preceding four months was July with 
28,645 tons (see p 3) 

Special High Grade shipments dropped in November to 
31,043 tons. Exports were again significant. They were 
probably of Special High produced from foreign concen- 
trates; for the past three months they have been sig- 
nificant owing to relatively high prices outside the U.S 
Stocks in the U.S. dropped to 176,157 tons; Prime West- 
ern stocks are very high but others are not. Output was 
about unchanged from September and October and be- 
.low earlier months owing to the Anaconda strike (about 
13,000 tpm) 

American Zinc Co. of Tennessee reached agreement 
with the Chemical Workers Union for the Mascot facili- 
ties. A 7c per hour wage increase and a wage reopening 
in a year were agreed to.

French Aluminum Extrusion 
Plant Has 3,000-Ton Capacity 


A new plant operated by Aluminium 
Meridional, a subsidiary of Aluminium 
Ltd. of Canada, for the production of 
aluminum extrusions in France, has 
been opened. Initial capacity of the plant 
is 3,000 tons of extrusions per year 

Located at Luce, France near Chartres, 
construction was begun in 1957 by 
Aluminium Meridional. It is a fully- 
owned subsidiary of Aluminium Ltd., 
and is responsible for the Canadian 
company’s international sales in France 
The French company also manufactures 
aluminum paste at another plant in 
France. 

Aluminum extruded sections pro- 
duced at the plant will be sold to assist 
in developing the French market for 
building, architectural and decorative 
applications as well as for transporta- 
tion and household equipment 
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Wah Chang to Open Tungsten, 
Molybdenum Plant in N. J. 


A modern $2-million plant for the 
production of tungsten and molybdenum 
is being completed in Fairlawn, N. J. by 
the Wah Chang Corp. It is part of the 
company’s expanding interest in the de- 
velopment and research of the atom-age 
metals. 

Located in Fairlawn Industrial Park, 
the new plant with 60,000 ft of manufac- 
turing and office space will consolidate 
the company’s fabrication of tungsten 
and molybdenum metals now conducted 
in two buildings, one in Union City, the 
other in Little Ferry. The plant is ex- 
pected to open next spring. 

Specialized facilities to be installed 
will consist of a complete fabrication 
plant capable of manufacturing custom- 
made products from tungsten or molyb- 
denum to fulfill the most stringent 
operating requirements and delivery 
schedules. 

The process will start with the purest 
metal powder received from the Wah 
Chang Glen Cove plant. 

Both tungsten and molybdenum will 
be available in any form from powder 
to rod or sheet and wire of any size to 
meet all required specifications 

The famous C. Y. Wang library of re- 
search materials on tungsten will be 
housed in the new building. The library 
was designed by K. C. Li, Wah Chang 
president, as a memorial to the late Dr 
C. Y. Wang, world authority on tungsten 
and antimony, and for many years di- 
rector of research at Wah Chang Corp. 

The proximity of Fairlawn to a large 
segment of electronic and other manu- 
facturing plants requiring tungsten, 
molybdenum and associated products 
was a major factor in locating in Fair- 
lawn Industrial Park. 


GSA to Sell Thorium Residues 


General Services Administration will 
sell approximately 550 short tons of 
Government-owned thorium residues, 
stored at the Granite City Engineer De- 
pot, Granite City, Illinois. 

The residues, in the form of wet filter 
cake, were derived from the processing 
of columbite-uranium concentrates un- 
der a Defense Materials Production Act 
contract. Not a part of the national 
stockpile, they may be sold without de- 
lay as a commodity surplus to defense 
needs 

Thorium residues may be used for the 
production of thorium metal, oxide or 
other chemicals. 

GSA announced that its Defense Ma- 
terials Service, which has charge of the 
disposal, will follow commercial prac- 
tice and negotiate the sale of the mate- 
rial. Offers will be received for a period 
of 45 days. Officials of the Defense Ma- 
terials Service have stated that they will 
reject offers which are too low 

Sale of the thorium residues is sub- 
ject to regulations of the Atomic Energy 
Commission which prevent the use of 
such material in a manner inconsistent 
with the national welfare

Lead Association Budget 
Provides $}-Million for Research 


The board of directors of the Lead 
Industries Association has approved bud- 
gets for 1960 research and market de- 
velopment in excess of anything previ- 
ously approved, according to Robert L. 
Ziegfeld, secretary-treasurer. 

Through the joint program approxi- 
mately $34-million will be spent in these 
activities next year. This is entirely 
apart from the large sums that will be 
spent by many individual member com- 
panies in their own operations. Dr. 
Schrade F. Radtke, research director, is 
in charge of the research program. 

Several research projects initiated in 
the last couple of years have been fa- 


- 
vorably concluded and others are near- 


ing fruition. With lead flying the air 
lanes to reduce noise in the latest jet 
liners and being used to isolate vibration 
from various parts of air conditioning 
systems, sound and vibration control 
will be one field in which intensive ef- 
forts will be expended. 

Lead alloy anodes in impressed cur- 
rent systems for corrosion protection of 
steel are finding applications on ships, 
bridges, piers and in power plant con- 
densers. This will be another area of 
concentration. 

Successful continuous extrusion of a 
variety of lead alloys for power and 
communications cable sheathing has 
opened still other possibilities.

Magnesium Casting Shipments 
Lagged in Third Quarter 


Shipments of magnesium castings for 
the first nine months of 1959 are 7% 
ahead of the same period of 1958 de- 
spite a like drop of 7% in shipments 


for the third quarter, 1959 against 1958 

This is the first quarter of the cur- 
rent year when tonnage shipped has 
fallen below 1958 figures and fore- 
shadows a fourth quarter figure well 
below the tonnage achieved in 1958 and 
1 yearly total probably no longer than 
last year’s, according to the Magnesium 
Association. 

While sand casting shipments rose 
10% to 507 tons in September, die cast- 
ing shipments were off 7% to 301 tons 
and the total tonnage shipped in Sep- 
tember up only 1% to 1,132 tons. Con- 
trasted with September, 1958, the best 
month of that year, shipments were off 
12%. 

Cast anode shipments dropped slightly 
in September to 268 tons and permanent 
mold casting shipments stood at 56 tons 
up slightly. Year to date figures in these 
respective catagories showed anodes off 
4% to 2,735 tons and permanent mold 
castings up 17% to 560 tons.

Flake Graphite Offered by GSA 


Domestic crystalline flake graphite, 
produced under an incentive program 
authorized by the Defense Production 
Act, is being offered for sale by General
